It has now been seventeen days since 
the court-martial, which was held on the 
armored cruiser Pennsylvania, at the 
New York Navy Yard, concluded its in-

STANFORD WHITE'S CAREER. 


He Designed Many of the Finest 
Buildings in This Country. — 


Stanford White was born In this city 
on Nov. 9, 1853. He was the son of 
Richard Grant 
Mease. His father was well known as @ 
critic, journalist, and essayist, and for 
more than twenty years served as Chief 
of the United States Revenue Marine Bu- 
reau for the District of New York. His 
mother was a daughter of Charles Bruton 
Mease of this city. 

The American head of the family was 
John White, who came to this country in 
1632 from England, a passenger on the 
ship Lion, and settled at Cambridge, 
Mass. He became a freeman the second 
year after his arrival,-and was then a 
He removed to 
Connecticut with Pastor Hooker’s com- 
pany in 1636, becoming one of the found- 
ers and proprietors of Hartford. He 
later settled at Hadley, Mass., which 
place he represented in the General Court 
in 1664. He died in Hadley in 1683. 

Stanford White’s great-grandfather was 
Calvin White, for many years rector of 
the St. James Protestant Episcopal 
Church at Derby, Conn., but In his later 
years *he became a Roman Catholic lay- 
man. His ‘grandfather was Richard 
Mansfield White, a shipping merchant of 
New York City. Stanford White was 
educated in the private schools of New 
York and by tutors, and received the de- 
gree of A. M. from New York College in 
1883.

Trainer Allen Denies Colt Has Dis 
ease Similar to That of Sysonby. 


A report circulated yesterday and published 
in several newspapers to the effect that Oiseau, | 
J. B. Brady's $20,000 colt, had developed a/ 
skin disease similar to that which caused the 
sickness and death of Sysonby, was denied em- 
phatically yesterday afternoon by Mathew M. 
Allen, trainer of Oiseau and the stable owned 
by Mr. Brady. Mr. Allen said that Olseau had } 
|no sickness in the least resembling the ailment | 


from which Sysonby suffered, and the slight 
trouble which is keeping Oiseau from active | 
training is not skin disease at all. 
Mr. Allen stated that when 
slightly lame in his Spring training, from the 
drumming his lege received, he got a_ lotion 
advised by a veterinary surgeon and used it on 
|the colt’s legs. Mr. Allen believes now that 
the lotion, which had alcohol as a principal 
ingredient, acted as a blister and caused the 
soreness about Oiseau’s shins that has troubled 
him lately. The tendons are sound and the 
horse is in perfectly good health, except for 
the sensitiveness about the parts where the 
loti mn was applied, and Mr. Allen said that 
having discontinued the lotion and substituted | 
for it anti-phlogistin dressings, Oiseau's legs | 
were cleaning up and improving very rapidly. 
The colt is too far backward, Mr. Allen sald, 
|for it to be possible for him to run for the | 
| Brighton Handicap, but he has not been de-

Let us not be misunderstood. The 
American infantryman, or the Ameri- 
ean trooper, in his working clothes, 
with his campaign hat, his flannel shirt, 
his khaki breeches, and his canvas leg- 
gins, with his gun and his cartridge 
belt, is of a workmanlike aspect and 
fills the patriotic heart with joy. But 
his full dress uniform is about the 
slouchiest and most absurd envelope 
that ever disguised and defamed a de- 
serving young athlete. In the first 
place, it is very ill-designed. Somebody 
in the War Department, doubtless an 
unfortunate blind from birth, designs 
the uniform in the first place. It 
is then issued, canned, in huge quanti- 
ties from a nefarious place of manu- 
facture known as the Schuylkill Arse- 
nal, guaranteed net to fit any human 
figure whatsoever, being designed for 
a composite person who does not exist, 
and apparently no tailor ever touches 
it after it is exhumed from cold stor- 
age. The result, as one sees it, on any 
parade on which our regulars appear, is 
depressing. The National Guardsmen, 
who, one understands, do not shine by 
contrast with the regular on the strick- 
en field, undoubtedly shine by con- 
trast with him in a street procession. 
Nobody can behold a procession of these 
misfits without feeling that something 
ought to be done about it. 

That something the War Department 
has wisely undertaken to do by invok- 
ing the British tailor. For, as our reg- 
ular is probably the worst dressed in 
the world, so Thomas Atkins is pretty 
clearly the best dressed. The French 
infantryman {s very nearly if not quite 
as slouchy and misfitted as the Ameri- 
can. Though after Sedan we dallied 
for a while with the pickelhaube, we 
cannot really envy the Prussian in- 
fantryman with his successful appear- 
ance of having been solidly tinned and 
riveted, however we may admire the 
Lohengrin make-ups of officers of cer- 
tain selected German corps. No. Who- 
ever has observed the smartness and 
nattiness of Thomas Atkins as he lurks 
ogling his housemaid and swinging his 
switch at the corner of a London 
Square, must admit that Thomas is 
the best tailored of the forces of the 
world. He is himself distinctly aware 
of this fact, though his chances for 
comparison may have been limited,

With a proper conjunc- 
tion a detachment of American regu- 
lars in parade uniform would not ap- 
pear the absurd objects that in fact 
they do. The patriotism of the Ameri- 
can tailors is belated or misplaced. It 
is a condition that confronts the au- 
thorities of the War Department, not 
a theory, as to the uniforms of the 
enlisted men. The uniforms of offi- 
cers, not being turned off of the Pro- 
crustean lathes of the Schuylkill Arse- 
nal, and being fitted according to the 
individual requirements of the wear- 
ers, are not in question. They are as 
creditable as the original ineptitude of 
the official designer will admit. But 
since the Chauvinistic American tailor 
has done nothing to avert the condition 
which clamors for redress, there is 
nothing which so becomes him, in the 
presence of the imported British Snip, 
as modest stillness and humility.

Upon the statement that ‘every article of 
food that goes to the White House table is 
carefully inspected ’* the President humorous- 
ly admits that the cook looks over the pota- 
toees to see that no bad ones get into the 
pot, but that such espionage over edibles is all 
that is contemplated. 

The assertion that the White House mar- 
keting {s all done at the Central Market might 
be true but for the fact that none of the mar- 
keting is done at Central Market. 

Pinekney, the White House steward, Is cred- 
ited with being clothed with entire authority 
in buying provisions. Sometimes the Presi- 
dent says Pinckney does buy some fruit, but 
that he never buys other provisions.

House as being purchased 
through the market is all wrong, declares the 
President, as all asparagus eaten at the White 
House comes from the President’s estate at 


Oyster Bay.

ON THE LEEDS PEARLS 


Government Would Prove They 
Were Really a Necklace. 


AND WANTS $110,335 MORE 


Brought'in Unstrung, They Were Ad- 
mitted at 10 Per Cent., the Duty 
on Jewelry Being 60. 


Whether the fact that the string had 
been cut connecting a number of perfectly 
matched pearis bought in France to make 
a necklace for the wife of William B. 
Leeds is to stand between the United 
States and customs duties amounting to 
$110,385 may yet be passed upon by the 
Supreme Court. , 

Collsctor Stranahan brought suit yester- 
day in the United States Circuit Court 
hare to recover that sum from Bernard 
Citroen, the importer who brought the 
pearls unstruny into this country for Mr. 
Leeds, ana who entered them as precious 
stones, and not as jewelry. As loose 
precious stones the pearls would be taxed 
only 1U per cent., but as a necklace the 
‘tax would. be 60 per cent. 

Collector Stranahan held that the pearis 
constituted a necklace, strung or un- 
strung. It is contended that they were 
collected in Burope so that they would 
match perfectly for a necklace. They 
ccst Mr. Leeds §400,000, and were ap- 
praised at $200,000 here. 

The importer received the pearls on the 
payment of lv per cent. duty, with the 
understanding that if the customs offi- 
cials considered it advisable they would 
sue for the other 50 per cent. Collector 
Stranahan then reported the case to 
Washington, and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Shaw upheld the claim of the Col- 
lectur that the pearls should have been 
received as a necklace, string or no string. 

In the meanwhile, it is said, the pearls, 
which are considered very beautiful and 
finely matched, have been strung. The 
iniporters of jewelry in this country have 
big interests at stake in the decision. If 
a necklace can be brought in unstrung for 


10 per cent., then other precious stones 
may be removed from their settings and 
brought here at 10 per cent. 

The customs officials have had some- 
what the same trouble with automobiles 
brought here from abroad. They come 
in parts, it is said, to have American 
bcdies put on them here. The machinery 
is the most expensive part of an automo- 
bile, and if they were brought in ready 
for use they would be subject to 60 per 
cent. duty as a manufactured article of 
luxury. In the case of the automobiles 
the importations have been held up for 
payment of the full duty, and the im- 
porters have appealed to the full Board 
of Appraisers. 

In the case of the pearls, the head of 
the department, the Secretary of the 
Treasury having approved such action, 
the final decision will be left to the 
United States courts. 


TO SAVE $4,000,000 DUTIES. 


House Committee Amendment Legal- 
izes Emergency Philippine Tariff. 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—At a full 
committee meeting of the Appropriations 
Committee, the following important 
amendment was adopted to the General 
Deficiency bill reported bys Mr. Littauer: 


That the tariff duties, both import and ex- 
port, imposed by the authorities of the United 
States or of the provisional military Govern- 
ment thereof in the Philippine Islands, prior 
to March 8, 1902, at all ports and places in 
said islands upon all goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise imported into said islands from the 
United States or from foreign countries, or ex- 
ported from said islands, are hereby: legalized 
and ratified, and the collection of all such 
duties prior to March 8, 1902, is hereby legal- 
ized and ratified and confirmed as fully to all 
intents and purposes as if the same had by 
prior act of Congress been specifically au- 
thorized and directed. 

This amendment is made to meet cases 
arising under the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Warner-Barnes case, which 
was against the Government, and would 
compel the refunding of duties collected 
amounting to more than $4,000,000. The 
amendment will not affect cases already 
adjudicated. 


WON’T PAY FOR RUGS. 


Controller Also Disapproves Health 
Department Lunch Bill. 


Health Commissioner Darlington and 
Controller Metz have disagreed over bills 
contracted by the Department of Health, 
which were forwarded to the Finance De- 
partment for payment. 

The Controller yesterday refused to pay 
a bill for two rugs, one at $245 and the 
other at $45. He also held up a bill of $40 
for luncheons served to members of the 
Board of Health after its regular weekly

MR. PRICE SELLS COTTON. 
Insurance Too High, but He’ll Help 


Buyers Through His Company. 


Theodore H. Price caused a sensation in 
the cotton market yesterday by the early 
announcement of his intention to deliver 
48,000 bales of cotton on July contracts, 
This cotton is what remains of the quan- 


tity Mr. Price received in support of his 
May deal in the market. 

He said he had sold 80,000 bales out of 
his stock and the reason for delivering | 
the balance on July contracts, Mr. Price 
gave yesterday, was that his insurance 
expired early next month and could not 
be renewed at present rates. 

Mr. Price is President of the Eagle Fire 
Insurance Company, however, and in his 
notice he offered to facilitiate through 
his company the renewal of the insurance 
on this cotton for those who chose to 
accept his tenders. Some brokers on the 
Exchange took this to mean that the in- 
surance business was more ofitable 
than merchandising cotton, while others 
thought it merely a manoeuvre to turn 
over the stock and buy it back on a lower 
basis for delivery in October. His move 
disconcerted operators in the cotton mar- 
ket and created a great confusion of opin- 
ions, while prices broke 21 points for 
July options, or over $1 a bale, from 10.31 
cents to 10,10 cents. 

In his advance notice of delivery Mr. 
Price said: 

Inasmuch as a business day of only two 
hours elapses between the time at which no- 
tices can be stopped on the 20th of June and 
the day upon which cotton delivered against 
said notices may be received, on the Ist of 
July, I beg to make the following announce- 
ment: 

It is my present intention to cause notices 
to be issued for the delivery of about 48,000 
bales of cotton on Friday the 29th inst. This 
cotton is, for the most part, salable at sub- 
stantial premiums over the price of July con- 
tracts, and in the past few weeks I have so 
approximately 30,000 bales, having dis- 
posed of 3,800 bales to-day. 

My main reason for parting with it is to 
be found chiefly in the Insurance situation, 
and the fact that my insurance, for the most 
mart, matures early in the month and can 

bce only at a substantial advance in 
rat 

I shall be glad to give the details of my 
insurance to any contemplating the accept- 
ance of this cotton, upon del very, and to 
co-operate with them, through the Eagle Fire 
(Insurance) Company, in securing renewals, ff 
they so desire.

The Explosion Shatters Windows and 
Causes Panic in Neighborhood— 
A Girl Overcome by Fumes. 


An ammonia tank exploded yesterday 
afternoon in the ice house of the James 
Everard Brewing Company, 11 East 134th 
Street. The force of the explosion was so 
great that houses a hundred yards away 
| trembled and window panes fell out. The 
reserves of the East 126th Street Police 
Station, under Capt. Burns, had to be 
| called out to quiet the panic following the 
| deafening noise. The twenty-five men in 
|the ice house by wonderful good fortune 
got out alive, but Hugh Mooney, the en- 
gineer, had a narrow escape. 

The Everard Brewery runs through two 
blocks, touching’ 133d, 184th, and 135th 
Streets; the ice house at 11 East 134th 
Street has a frontage of fifty feet and 
a depth of 100. The Ace makers were 
about their business yesterday, placidly 
engaged in making ice to keep Everard’s 
bear cool, when at 1:44 P. M. the tank 
burst. Every window in the building was 
shattered, fragments of fron and steel 
flew upward and imbedded themselves in 
the ceiling. Stifling ammonia fumes pene- 
trated every crevice. 

The workmen made a dash for the open 
air. Mooney, the engineer, though, was 
down in a pit at the back of the room, 
with n his engines, and couldn’t get out. 
When they reached the open air the men 
missed him and laid plans for a rescue. 

Meanwhile Patrolman John J. Nevins, 
who has had a little experience with ice 
house explosions before, had heard the 
noise and sent in a call for the reserves. 
Then he impressed citizens into service 
and told them to get the tenants out of 
the buildings near by. He came up to the 
entrance of the ice house just as two of 
the workmen were about to go in for 
Mooney. 

Nevins leading, a group of men, with 
wet towels and sponges over their noses, 
started into the gas-filled ice house. The 
fumes were too much for them, though, 
and they had to retreat. Jonn Lund, one 


of the men, made another desperate at- 
tempt. He dropped uncon scious, and had 
to be dragged out. 

Altogether there were ninety of the cyl- 
indrical ammonia tanks in the house. 
They were all connected, and their con- 
tenis escaped through the one that burst. 
Evidently if the tanks at the far end of 
the line could be opened the furnes would 
| escape into the open air much more quick- 
ly and, consequently, clear the inner at- 
mosphere sooner The same men who 
had made the 
made another venture, and this time suo- 
ceeded in opening the tanks. 

At the first mcment when there seamed 

to be a Ghance of success, Nevins, with 
the determined John Lund, now recov- 
cred, end Frank Wendel, another work- 
man, ran through the fumes, climbed 
down the ladder into the engine pit and 
dragged out Mooney. The rescue was 
cheered by the crowds that had gathered. 
Mooney was ina bad way. Dr. Berliner 
who had come from the Harlem Hospital 
in an ambulance, took him to the hos- 
vital. 
, There are many five-story flat houses 
in the neighborhood of the brewery, and 
the flat dwellers were terrified both by 
the explosion and the fumes that came 
in through their windows. Screaming wo- 
men fled to the streets and wrung their 
hands. The police did all they could to 
quiet them. May Callahan, a seventeen- 
year-old girl of 17 East 134th Street, was 
asleep in her room and was overcome by 
the fumes before she could get out. A 
mémber of her family carried her to the 
street and Dr. Berliner restored her.
